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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that the examiner fails to show 
such limtations as the temperature of the process, the time of the process, and forming the oxide layer with a thickness of 60% of a 
targeted thickness. With respect to the particular time and temperature of the oxidation, it would have been obvious to determine through 
routine experimentation the optimum time and temperature to conduct the oxidation process based upon a variety of factors including the 
desired thermal budget and would not lend patentability to the instant application absent the showing of unexpected results. Furthermore, 
the time of processing overlaps the time disclosed in the reference as pointed out by applicant, and therefore a prima facie case of 
obviousness exists (see MPEP 2144.05). Concerning the targeted thickness, the examiner respectfully contends that the Wang et al. 
reference discloses a thickness of 50 angstroms, which is substantially 60% of 80 angstroms. In response to applicant's arguments 
against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based 
on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F 2d 1091 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
